2. On 12 May, the United States Intelligence Board agreed 
that outside experts be designated by the Chairman of the Board to 
assist the Committee on Overhead Reconnaissance in the preparation 
of the Cost-Effectiveness Study!

Sheingold, 
and Dr. William J. Perry- -were approved by the Director on 24 May. 
At that time he authorized that the necessary steps be taken to obtain 
their services. These necessary steps are now underway. However, 
it is appropriate that an official but unclassified letter be transmitted 
to these individuals confirming the informal arrangements which have 
been explored with these gentlemen. 

3. The Director also appointed Mr. Frank Trinkl to serve 
as a consultant. No formal letter is necessary.
